Adequate Reserve Need- 


ed During Scarcity, 


Wallace Says 


FARM CHIEFS MEET 


Corn Production Linked 


With Other Agricul- 


tural Problems 


Indianapolis — tT) — Establish- 


ment of an ever-normal granary— 
an adequate reserve of corn to be 
set aside in years of plenty to be 
drawn on in periods of scarcity— 
was advocated today by Henry A. 
Wallace, secretary of agriculture, as 
the answer to corn belt droughts 
which disturb the nation's economic 
stability. 


Wallace, in an address prepared 


for delivery on a national radio net- 
work, outlined his corn crop pro- 
ducing and marketing proposals to 
farmers and their 
representatives 


from Illinois. Michigan. Ohio. Ken- 
tucky, North and South Dakota, 
Wisconsin. Missouri. Iowa. Kansas, 
Nebraska. Minnesota and Indiana. 


The secretary of agriculture em- 


phasized that the problem of corn 
production 
and 
marketing 
was 


closely linked to livestock raising, 
chiefly hogs, and soil conservatio 
in protecting the corn belt in year 
to come. 


Outlines Conclusions 


Recalling previous governmenta 


efforts at corn crop control. Wai 
lace asserted, "anyone who face 
the facts •with an open mind mus 
come to these conclusions: 


"First, that, that as things are to 


day, it is unfair to subject farmer 
alone to unlimited competition: sec 
ond. that there is no magic way o 
reopening quickly our big expor 
markets: and third, that corn be! 
farmers cannot afford to rely on 
chemistry for a solution of thei 
problems. 


"All of which." he said, "leads t 


this fourth conclusion. The best waj 
now open to deal with thc corn 
problem is through cooperation o 
farmers in a program that will iron 
out the cycles of glut and scarcity 
create an ever-normal granary giv- 
ing farmers and consumers bettc 
protection against food and feed 
shortages due to drought; stop th 
ruthless destruction of soil which 
has resulted from cut-throat com 
petition among farmers; and safe 
guard agriculture, business and la- 
bor against the disaster of a farm 
price collapse. 


Government Must Help 


"To do these things." Wallace 


continued, "farmers must have the 
help of their government. Socia 
action to accomplish them is fulb 
justified because such a program is 
vital to the public welfare." 


Wallace estimated an annual car- 


ryover of about 350 million bushels 
would be necessary to establish.an 
ever normal granary "that should 
work like a reservoir." 


The secretary proposed a referen- 


dum in the corn producing states to 
determine the desire for a surplus 
corn sealing program. 


Claude Wickard. Carroll county 


(Indiana) farmer and director of 
the north central division of the 
AAA. who preceded Wallace here, 
explained the secretary's proposals 
were to be regarded solely as Wal- 
lace's personal views on corn crop 
control.

in fact reject the principles which 
the liberal powers have taken for 
granted.

Mr. Norman H. Davis at Brussels 
was a noble and deeply intelligent 
"appeal to reason." Ic was an ap- 
peal to the reason that we came to 
believe in during the nineteenth 
century. 


But the governments of Germany. 


Italy and Japan arc impervious to 
that reason. They do not speak that 
language. They speak the language 


of Julius Caesar, of Machiavelli. of 
Cardinal Richelieu, and in that lan- 
guage the meaning of words de- 
pends ultimately upon the willing- 
ness of those who use them and Of 
those who hear them to kill or to be 
killed in their behalf. The fascist 
powers, though potentially weaker 
than the rest of us. are in 
fact 


stronger, because 
they have 
the 


will to fight for what they want and 
we do not have it. 
United States Not 
Immune To Danger 


This is not said in order to sug- 


gest even indirectly and by impli- 
cation that "there should be a mili- 
tary alliance to oppose this world- 
wide aggression. As things stand 
now I do not see how any one can 
responsibly favor 
so 
desperately 


dangerous a remedy. For my own 
part I honestly do not know what I 
think should be done. 1 know only 
that there is accumulating evidence 
to show that, as the liberal powers 
retreat, the 
aggression 
becomes 


more intense, and that there is in- 
creasing reason to fear that if the 
liberal powers do not stand togeth- 
er they will fall separately. 


That is certainly most clearly true 


of the British and the French 
in 


Europe. How true it is for us in our 
exceptionally favorable position in 
this hemisphere, it would be hard 
to spy. Certainly we should be the 
last to feel the challenge. Certainly 
we can most nearly hope to main- 
tain ourselves the longest. 


But we are not immune to

" senate, irrespective of party but in keep- 
I ing with their apparent value to him in 
*- putting through a program which he f ath- 
s ered and that deposited on his desk much 
V power. 
i 
The objection to this procedure is fun- 


tctamental. It reaches down into the very 
; roots of our form of government. It may 
: be conceded for the sake of argument, and 
I as many claim, that the men appointed 
I are of high ability and good character, 
: though it will not be denied that there 
'. is plenty of suitable material that mea- 
•fSures up to the demands of the offices. 
- 
It will be asserted, as it -has been de- 


! clared even from the governor's own bali- 
• iwick, that dealing out plums paying $300 
j to $425 a month was an effectual influ- 
ence smacking of bribery and that it is 
,'ioo much to ask the people to believe 
ilthat a man like Senator Nelson, for in- 
; stance, who was politically an opponent of 


t , the governor, did not have an understand- 
''ing that for his support of Mr. LaFol- 


lette's program he would receive the 
warehouse commission plum at Superior, 
or that Lieutenant Governor Gunderson 
' could be induced to violate the written 


f rules of the senate and the rules of par- 
"liamentary procedure the world over in 
order to cram the. program through unless 
; it was understood that he was to receive 
' the $5,000 plum on the Tax Commission. 


For the time being those charges may 


;be passed by. Evidence of a direct nature 
' is lacking. Whether Mr. LaFollette would 
come to such an agreement with any sen- 


l ator is a matter of personal choice in 
.voting a conviction. We doubt that any 
, such express contract existed.

Now we approach, however, the real 


, error in these appointments. 


When an executive is able to use ap- 


pointments doled out to members of the 
legislature he is thereby given an influ- 
ence in that 
legislature no executive 


should have. 
Considering that our sen- 


ate has but 33 members, that 17 is there- 
fore an effective majority, and that this 
majority may be made or unmade by only 
two or three as it was during this recent 
session, it is a fair question that does not 
involve a confused answer to put squarely 
to the people: Will legislation with the 
inducement of possible lucrative appoint- 
ments be the free act of the men we elect 
to the senate or the controlled act made 
in contemplation of executive favoritism? 


Some places in this country the prac- 


tice Governor LaFollette pursued has been 
followed. In other states it lias been so 
vigorously denounced and condemned by 
the people that it has been abandoned. 


For something like 35 years in Wis- 


consin it has not been employed to any 
extent at al! principally because of the 
just uproar in the early twenties over its 
use.

manded by the importance of the positions

Fairless and Stetinius both worked be- 


cause they loved work. 
Both 
exerted 


themselves although 
they 
might have 


loped along with the parade at an easy 
pace and saved their sweat. 


And they both may be taken as typical 


of America, as proof of the rule that suc- 
cess never -asks you from whence you 
came, or even your name but what have 
you done? 


The same old doors of opportunity are 


open wide in America.

President Roosevelt said he was thrilled as he 


Razed upon the beginnings of the Grand Coulee 
dam because it was "four times bigger than any 
other earth-fill dam in the world." Jay G. Hay- 
den.

accompanying the president, said: "All the 
president sn\\- at Grand Coulee was a massive 
foundation for concrete and steel rising a few 
feet above the water level. For this, virtually 
all of the original $63,000.000 allowance has 
been spent" 


Before the president's vision of a dam "four 


times bicrcor than any other" can be fulfilled, 
$55.775.000 will have to be spent in completing 
the earthwork, and S67.000.000 for power house 
and machinery. Lacking this, the whole project 
will take rank with the Passamaauoddy plan to 
harness the tides, and the Florida ship canal, 
for which nobody but the president ever devel- 
oped much enthusiasm." 


Haydcn's calm newspaperman's eye. scan- 


ning the huso scheme, saw much that the presi- 
dent, in his thrilled enthusiasm, appeared to 
overlook. The 1.200.000 *cres of land proposed 
to be irrigated is mostly in control of banks and 
others who sniff a bis speculation. Prices have 
jumped from $15 to $85 and $90 an acre and 
arc coin;: higher. It is more than 200 miles to 
any bis: citv in which electric power might be 
marketed. And the government will have spent 
about S3CO an acre if it completes the improve- 
ments necessary to get the land ready for cul- 
tivation. 


If risible political strategy is left out of 


consideration, but one jutsification

pleaded for so huge an expenditure of lax 
monev: Employment of labor.

INBREEDING AND CROSS- 


BREEDING 


Marriage of near-of-kin is for- 


bidden by nearly all people, civil- 
ized or uncivilized. Only in ancient 
Egypt and Peru was marriage of 
brother and sister sanctioned in the 
royal families, because of a belief 
that the royal family were a su- 
perior race and outside of it there 
were no suitable mates to be found. 


In animal husbandry some such 


consideration, that is, a desire to 
perpetuate superior qualities of se- 
lected stock, favors inbreeding, that 
is, the mating of closely related in- 
dividuals. But the closest possible 
inbreeding is the natural way of re- 
production among many plants; this 
is known as self-pollination, in 
which the egg-cells of the plant are 
fertilized by pollen cells produced 
by the same individual. Self-ferti- 
lization or hermaphroditic repro- 
duction occurs in some animal para- 
sites and fishes.

tant kin. 


Animal experiments indicate that 


close inbreeding has no ill effects in 
the earlier generations but if con- 
tinued thru a long line eventually 
brings degeneration. A steady de- 
cline both in fertility and in size 
and vigor or vitality finally termin- 
ates the experiment. In animal econ- 
omy it is generally recognized as 
essential to add new blood to the 
strain or family at not too great in- 
tervals to prevent this decline in 
size, vigor and reproductive cap- 
acity. 


There is no ground for the notion 


that monstrosities or defective chil- 
dren result from the mating of 
closely 
related 
individuals. 
Of 


course if there is any inherent trait 
in the family, the marriage of first 
cousins, for example, would increase 
by 100 per cent the chance of 
transmitting the trait to offspring. 


Because of the universal prohibi- 


tion of close inter-marriage it is 
difficult to learn what would be the 
ultimate effect of close inbreeding 
for many generations of man—be- 
ginning with normal individuals. 
Something of the sort occurred on 
Pitcairn Island, where ten sailors, 
deserters from the Bounty, estab- 
lished themselves, with six native 
men and twelve native women. 
After twenty years the sole sur- 
vivors of this party, on an island 
one mile wide, two miles long, were 
one Englishman and eight or nine 
women and their children. After 67 
years the population of the island 
had increased to 200—and it began 
to be crowded. Then the British 
government granted their petition 
and removed them io Norfolk Is- 
land where they might have more 
room. Fifty years later the popula- 
tion of Norfolk Island was 870. most- 
ly descendant* of Pitcairn Island- 
ers.

other chemical preservatives are 
less frequently used today, because 
canners have learned that if the 
food is perfectly fresh and clean and 
fit to eat when canned, no such em- 
balming is necessary to preserve it 
perfectly. 


Booze. Beriberi and Pellagra 


Does drinking liquor cause neuri- 


tis? Does drinking liquor cause pel- 
lagra? (Mrs. R. B.) 


Answer—Steady or periodic hard 


drinkers are more likely to suffer 
from multiple neuritis because they 
take little food when on a bout, and 
hence their daily vitamin B intake 
is extremely low. No doubt the same 
explanation holds true in pellagra 
—the vitamin G intake is low, and 
deficiency of vitamin G is the cause 
of pellagra.

about Mr. Smith. He is o.' medium 
height, physically active and no 
heavier than his 40-odd years would 
justify.

Thc boys who go to them are from 
13 to 19 years, of age, and for the 
most part are sons of wealthy fam- 
ilies. Some public schools date back 
more than 500 years. 


What we may call the true pub- 


lic schools of England arc known 
as "council schools." They are so- 
called because the local council 
votes the money to run them. Chil- 
dren—both boys and girls —go to 
them without charge. 


A child may enter 
a council 


school at thc age of five. He is said 
to be a member of the "infant de- 
partment" until he is seven. 


Free education is supplied to boys 


and girls in England until they are 
14 years of age. Then, if they go to 
higher schools, their parents must 
pay. There is so much cost that 
most families cannot afford it. 


A few bright children win "schol- 


arships" and are able to go to a 
high school without paying for tui- 
tion There arc not enough schol- 
arships, however, and only about 
one person in a hundred can win 
one. 


In Stratford-on-Avon, I paid a 


visit to my old friend, Mr. Glover, 
who is headmaster of the Council 
Central school. He is a kindly man. 
and works hard to give his pupils 
a good start in life. In speaking to 
his pupils, he tells them how impor- 
tant it is for th'e world to be at 
peace. 


"It is a mistake," he says, "to sup- 


pose that any nation has been 'right 
in every war.' Usually there is some 


wrong, on both 
right, and some 
sides." 


Mr. Glover invited me to speak 


to an assembly of his pupils, and 
I was very glad to do so. For the 
most part, I answered 
questions 


which the pupils (and one or two 
of the teachers) asked. Among the 
things I talked about were the rail- 
roads of Canada, thc skyscrapers of 
New York, and the stars of Holly- 
wood. 


The boys' seemed much inter- 


ested in Hollywood. A great num- 
ber of the films shown in England 
are made in the United States. 


Outside school. English boys and 


girls play cricket, football and oth- 
er games. Sometimes they go to a 
theater, or watch an outdoor enter- 
tainment, as a Punch and Judy 
show.

But how could 
an ex-king study

provoking a 


national, if not international, con- 
troversy on how America and Eng- 
land compare in their handling of 
social legislation? 


Maybe an exposure of the com- 


parative factors would have been 
an excellent piece of public ser- 
vice, but the question 
naturally 


arises whether this is the function 
of an ex-king 
of England in a 


country where the people are not 
in the habit 
of being told they 


should address an American-born 
woman as "her highness." 


If the duke really had planned 


his visit in American 
style, 
he 


would have hired one of those press- 
agents of yesteryears whose first 
duty, would have been to proclaim 
through the newspapers by cable 
before he left Europe that, when 
he visited America with his wife, 
it would have been as plain "Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Windsor." 
The 
next 


step should have been an announce- 
ment that he would not accept any 
invitations 
to society 
affairs in 


America, but would spend most of 
his time finding out about the "un- 
derprivileged." 


"Britan Leads?" 


Of course, there's no knowing 


what the duke has been told about 
reform legislation in the 
United 


States. Some Britishers, but mostly 
Americans travelling abroad, have 
boon repeating the mistaken state- 
ment that the British are really "30 
years ahead of us" in 
social re- 


forms. One often hears it said that, 
if you want to know what Ameri- 
ca will be doing 25 years hence, 
look at England today. 


But is this true? The duke would 


have found, on close investigation 
of the problem, that here in Ameri- 
ca we regulate 
our stock 
ex- 


changes by law while England al- 
lows self-regulation. 


In America, we have anti-trust 


laws and other 
economic 
strait- 


jackets forbidding combinations of 
capital, whereas, in England, they 
permit big combines and pools of 
capital. 


In America, we do not forbid the 


general strike or the sympathetic 
strike, but, in England, they do. Is 
it progressive or is it reactionary 
to interfere 
with, the right to 


strike? 


In America, we do not prevent 


labor unions from contributing to 
political parties, but, in England, 
they prohibit it by law. 


In America, we have the highest 


standard of living in the world and 
our minimum wage and hours of 
work are far better than in Eng- 
land. 


But maybe the 
purpose of the 


duke's inquiry was to learn all this 
and go back some day and tell the 
British people how far ahead of 
them the United States really are. 
(The British always refer to us in 
the plural.) Maybe British labor 
would have heard about the nation- 
al labor relations law and how it 
permits the employes to coerce and 
intimidate one another and subjects 
to legal penalty an employer who 
expresses in writing his views on 
labor organizations or distributes to 
his employes pamphlets containing 
his views. Maybe, if imitation is the 
sincerest form of flattery, the Brit- 
ish labor unions will be copying 
our National Labor Relations act. 
Certainly there isn't a hard-headed 
employer in America who wouldn't 
tomorrow swap the whole secur- 
ities and exchange act on our stat- 
ute books for the British corporate 
securities act. which 
forbids the 


fraudulent issuance of investments, 
but leaves stock exchange trading 
severely alone. 


American Laws 


It is regrettable that the duke has 


postponed his trip, because, after 
coming here, he could have gone 
back to England and run for prime 
minister on a platform of American 
laws and regulations—they are so 
much more "progressive" than any- 
thing the British have and they in- 
terfere so much more penetratingly 
in the earning of a fair return on 
capital that they ought to make a

FARMERS AND HUNTERS 


By James Angell 
O 


NE of the most important and troublesome questions confronting 
sportsmen in many states today — especially in the crowded in- 
dustrial sections of the Middle West and the East.— is where to 
hunt. 


Farmers, irritated by the constant increase in the size of the hunting 


army and all too often enraged by outright vandalism on the part of a 
reckless and irresponsible minority, add year by year to the array of 
no-trespass signs. Each season additional thousands of acres of farm 
land are closed to the lover of dog and gun. 


Unless some workable solution is found for the whole trespass prob- 


lem, many sportsmen fear the day of paid shooting is near at hand or. 
even worse, the time may come when a host of American sportsmen, un- 
able to pay a daily fee for shooting privileges, will find themselves barred 
completely from participation in field sports. 


Of all the methods worked out by sportsmen, farmers and conserva- 


tionists to date for solving this problem, the most successful seems to be 
the Williamston plan, evolved by a group of farmers in south-central 
Michigan eight years ago. 


This plan since has spread widely 


throughout the farming districts of 
the state in which it originated and 
in more recent years has made long 
jumps and 
established itself 
in 


Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut. 
New 


Jersey and other states. In these 
states it no longer goes by its orig- 
inal name and it has undergone mi- 
nor changes, but wherever it has 
been tried it has proven of value in 
keeping down no-hunting signs and 
sportsmen, farmers and state game 
officials generally acclaim it as 
workable and satisfactory. 


The plan, as originally set up is 


not complicated. A group of farm- 
ers, usually making up a commun- 
ity or neighborhood, band together 
for mutual protection against van-

As for the hunter, once he 
obtains his guest permit he is free 
to roam all the land in the posted 
area, without asking further per- 
mission of other owners or worry- 
ing about line fences. That in it- 
self is enough to sell the scheme 
to many a hunter who is weary of 
finding himself confined to three or 
four small fields for his days sport. 


Any group of farmers can organ- 


ize under this plan. The only cost 
is for the printing of posters and 
guest permits. The group makes its 
own rules and regulations and the 
more simple it keeps them the 
better chance the plan has of suc- 
cess. 


In many instances sportsman's 


clubs, worried about the increase of 
posted land in their community, 
have found it worth while to sug- 
gest this plan to farmers and to 
co-operate and aid in the organiza- 
tion of farm groups. Such sports- 
men's clubs can help by furnishing 
posters, by buying small quantities 
of grain for a winter wildlife feed- 
ing program or in other ways. In 
the interests of fair play the clubs 
should not seek exclusive hunt- 
ing rights for their own members. 


In four states. Michigan, Penn- 


sylvania, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut, the state game commissioners 
have seen fit to co-operate with 
farmers in the forming of these 
controlled hunting areas. By prom- 
ising the farmer some assistance in 
keeping the vandal and the reck- 
less gunner of! his land, they have 
persuaded him to keep his fields 
open 
to decent and 
deserving 


sportmcn. The results have boon of 
benefit to everyone concerned.

Total pro- 
duction dropped 15.4 per cent to 
2.891,026 tons, also lowest since 
September. 1936. Output for ten 
months this year totals 33,197,634 
tons, a gain of 3.590,064 tons over 
the same period last year. In three 
months this year, since July, a 
total of 41 blast furnaces have 
been blown out. 30 being lost dur- 
ing October. This is the largest 
number of furnaces blown out in, 
a single month since May, 1924, 
when 47 were withdrawn.

Exports of steel during third 


quarter, 1.155,993 gross tons, ex- 
cluding scrap, reaches the highest 
quarterly level since 1920. How- 
ever, September exports were 29.7 
per cent lower than those of Aug- 
ust. For nine months steel ex- 
ports were 205 per cent larger 
than during the corresponding por- 
tion of 1936. Scrap exports for 
nine months were the largest in 
the history of the industry, 3,- 
335.194 tons, of which Japan took 
1,806,943 tons, nearly half. Pig iron, 
export tonnage continued to lead 
in September, though with smaller 
tonnage than in August Imports 
in 
September 
dropped sharply 


from the August total and were 
less than in September of last year. 
Total imports for nine months 
were also below those for the same 
period in 1936. 


Freight car awards in October

Now. a few months later, sitting 


comfortably in a well-appointee 
all-trailer camp in 
this 
nationa 


park city the vacation capital of 
America it is pleased to style it- 
self I look out upon a far differen' 
picture. Roads and parking spaces 
spiral up the hill and the trailers 
stand apparently in terraces, the 
city lying partly below and the 
Ozark mountains, now becoming 
gorgeous in autumn finery, rising 
above. At almost every lot is a 
water tap and concrete washing 
drain basin. Each camp has its 
covered garbage can and pail to 
match the flow from the trailer 
sink drain, attendants changing 
these receptacles daily. The well- 
shaded camp trasts a neat building 
with toilets, showers with abundant 
hot and cold water at all hours 
of day and night, a laundry with 
electric washer, tubs, power wring- 
er and ironing boards with plugs 
for flatirons all at no extra charge 
and all for 50 cents a day of $3 a 
week. We. are two blocks from 
the center of the city. 


We have found forward-looking 


cabin camp operators who. insteac 
of opposing trailer progress as a 
few are still doing, are enlarging 
their facilities to accomodatc the 
Irailers along with the cabin pat- 
rons and are obtaining revenue that 
would otherwise be lost to them en- 
tirely. One such camp we found at 
Mcndota, 111., and stayed there near- 
ly two days when high winds, rain 
and slippery pavements made trav- 
eling inadvisable. At Litchfield. III., 
however, we met a different recep- 
tion. One handsome cabin camp was 
closed to trailers entirely and an 
adjoining proprietor demanded 50 
cents for merely parking 
on an 


open space next the highway and 
25 cents more for electricity. We 
went on a half mile and found a 
new 
all-trailer camp 
just being 


cpened where we parked with cur- 
rent available for 50 cents. 


Incidentally I advise all travelers 


to shop around a little when look- 
ing for camping places. 1 found it 
also paid well to do the same when 
I traveled by car alone and patron- 
ized tourist rooms in private houses. 
Besides the instance just cited I 
paid dividends in pennies saved in 
the case of my present camp. Out- 
siders are seldom able or willing 
to inform the traveler as to the 
rates charged 
at any 
particular 


camp.

confer with Little Chute official 
on the question. The committee me 
and agreed upon the name Grignon 
as befitting the new highway, bu 
council members objected, saying 
that one of Kaukauna's streets wa 
already named Grignon, and con 
fusion might arise. The committee 
then proposed that Grignon stree 
be renamed Meade. and the ne\\ 
highwap called Grignon.
